WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI officials 
say bank robberies are occu rring at a 
record p ace across the nation, p artly 
becau se of the sagging economy and 
becau se banks “ are p retty easy 
targets.” 
FBI statistics show 50 p er cent more 
bank robberies in fiscal y ear 1975 than 
in the p rev iou s y ear. Officials say 
there has been no sign of a significant 
decline since the fiscal y ear ended 
Ju ne 30. 
“If y ou ’re looking for water, y ou go 
to the well. If y ou ’re looking for 
money , y ou go to the bank," remarked 
Benjamin H. Cooke, chief of the FBI’s 
criminal section. 
“ Perhap s u nemp loy ment cau ses 
p eop le who wou ld not otherwise rob 
banks to rob banks to p ay their bills," 
added Cly de E. Whitson, chief of the 
FBI bank robbery u nit. Cooke and 
Whitson discu ssed the recent increase 
in bank robberies in an interv iew. 
Bu t while the nu mber of bank rob­ 
beries is going u p , the loot is getting 
sm aller. Robbers carried off an 
av erage of $3,598 in 1974, comp ared 
with an av erage of $4,653 in 1973, ac­ 
cording to F BI statistics. 


“ When y ou get down to it, bank 
robbers are some of the p oorest-p aid 
p eop le in the world,” Cooke said. 
“Twenty fiv e hu ndred dollars isn’t 
mu ch for a 10-y ear p rison sentence.” 
Bank robbery su sp ects “hav e in­ 
dicated they hav e a narcotics p roblem 
or they need the money for any 
nu mber of things 
they like to hav e a 
good time, they need it to p ay bills, 
they want to bu y gifts for a girlfriend 
or bu y a new car,” Whitson said. 
The robbers themselv es, he con­ 
tinu ed, “will also tell y ou that banks 
are p retty easy targets.” 
Many banks now are bu ilt 
in 
su bu rban shop p ing centers with easy 
access to su p erhighway s, p rov iding 
the robbers with a “q u ick getaway ” 
from the area and ev en ou t of the city , 
Whitson noted.

are taking more and more secu rity 
p recau tions su ch as installing more 
sop histicated alarm sy stems and 
closed-circu it telev ision cameras and 
hiring armed gu ards, said Cooke and 
Whitson.

Cover and sim­ 
mer 5 minutes. Then stir in 1-1-3 cups 
precooked rice, cover and simmer 5 
minutes longer. Discard bay leaf 
before serving. Serves 4 to 5. 


chemicals are cleared for use, they are 
tested, re-tested, and screened by 
scientists to make certain they can be 
used safely without producing toxic 
effects on plants, animals, or man. 
One such study was reviewed by Dr. 
Harvey R. Krueger, a toxicologist in 
the Department of Entomology at the 
Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center, Wooster, Ohio. 
Speaking at a scientific session 
during the annual meeting of the 
Entomological Society of America 
(ESA), Krueger revealed preliminary 
results of a basic study with aldicarb 
(marketed under the trade name 
Temik). Aldicarb is a systemic in­ 
secticide which is used on certain 
vegetable crops and wTiich ex­ 
perimentally, has proven very ef­ 
fective in controlling a wide range of 
insect pests in soybeans and other 
major food crops. 
Krueger has been studying what 
happens to the chemical within the 
plant. He said his studies indicate that 
it is rapidly oxidized to sulfoxide and 
sulfone, both of which are highly toxic 
to insects and mammals. 
The Ohio scientist reported suc­ 
cessfully extracting and purifying an 
enzyme preparation from soybean 
roots which will oxidize the aldicarb to 
sulfoxide and sulfone derivatives. He 
said the new assay procedure was also 
used to determine how other pesticides 
may interact in the plant. 
Preliminary studies indicate that 
several sulfur-containing insecticides 
and herbicides interfere with oxidation 
of aldicarb, according to Krueger. 
Thus, if aldicarb is used on crops 
which are treated with certain other 
sulfur-containing 
insecticides, 
fungicides, or herbicides under field 
conditions, a change in normal 
oxidation metabolism of one or more of 
the pesticides may occur within the 
plant. Such an interaction could affect 
levels of toxic residues of pesticides 
within the crop at harvest time. 
Krueger said it’s also possible that 
selective action of herbicides could be 
altered, resulting in damage to crop 
itself. 
The Ohio scientist said the study also 
showed that methionine and cysteine 
— two critical amino acids within the 
plant — are inhibitors of the sulfur 
oxidation of aldicarb. This could have 
significant implications on the food 
value of such a crop as soybeans where 
the amino acids play essential roles in 
determining the ultimate protein value 
of the crop. 
He said experiments have been 
initiated to pinpoint the impact of his 
findings on the nutritional value of the 
important food crop. 
This is just one example of the rigid 
tests which a new pesticide must pass 
before it is finally determined safe 
enough to be granted clearance for use 
in contemporary agriculture. 
Krueger’s research was among a 
number of studies presented during 
the ESA annual meeting in New 
Oleans. The Entomological Society of 
America is a national cientific 
association of scientists and allied 
workers involved in the study of 
biology and control of insects.

Soybeans have been the forgotten 
crop on many Ohio farmers as far as 
fertilizer is concerned. This is 
probably due to the fact that soybeans 
do not respond well to fertilizer applied 
directly to the crop. 
However, the crop does respond to 
residual fertilizer in the soil, and yields 
can be increased by maintaining a 
high degree of residual fertility in the 
soil. 


The probeIm which many farmers 
face is that soybeans are grown 
without fertilizer application, and 
consequently the nutrients which are 
removed by the soybeans are not 
replaced. 


If enough fertilizer is used on com, 
wheat, and other crops, soil fertility 
can be maintained, but in most cases 
there is not enough put on in the entire 
rotation to replace what the soybeans 
use. 


Soybeans do remove large amounts 
of phosphorous and potassium, and as 
long as these are replaced sometime 
during the rotation, the soybean crop 
will not be a soil fertility depleting 
crop.

Several of the fertilizer companies 
have a special soybean fertilizer 
available which has a manganese 
carrier in it, and manganese can also 
be applied as a foliar or leaf ap­ 
plication as the symptoms begin to 
show. Either application is satisfac­ 
tory, but farmers need to keep in mind 
that manganese cannot be built up in 
the soil.

4-H'ers may "shop" the newspaper 
ads, plan a week's menus on the basis 
of cost and nutrition, then do the actual 
purchasing They’ll learn how to store 
foods properly. And when they’re 
ready to cook, they’ll be taught basic 
culinary techniques plus the rules of 
safe food handling. 
Projects stress good eating habits 
that last a lifetime. Health, physical 
fitness and appearance all depend on a 
daily diet that includes foods from 
each of the four major groups: meat, 
cereals 
and 
bread, 
fruits 
and 
vegetables, and milk and milk 
products. 
As they learn by doing in the food- 
nutntion program, 4-H’ers can work 
for awards donated by General Foods 
and arranged by the National 4-H 
Service Committee. 
All winners are chosen by the 


Extension Service on the basts of their 
records of accomplishment.

county extension agents. 
Flavorful Jambalaya 
4-H'ers enjoy preparing jambalaya, 
a savory skillet meal influenced by 
early French, Spanish, African and 
Ovoctow Indian residents of the U.S. 
Gulf Coast. The following recipe calls 
for ground beef but could be varied by 
substituting cooked ham or shrimp. 
Melt 2 tablespoons butter or 
margarine in skillet over medium 
heat. Add 4 cup diced onion, *4 cup 
diced green pepper, and I pound 
ground beef. Cook stirring often until 
meat is browned If a large amount of 
fat cooks out. spoon off excess Drain I 
can < I lb. 12 oz. I tomatoes, measuring 
juice. Add water to juice to make 1-4 
cups. Add the liquid, tomatoes, I 
teaspoon salt, 4 teaspoon sugar, 4 
teaspoon thyme, and I small bay leaf 
to mixture in skillet. Cover and sim­ 
mer 5 minutes. Then stir in 1-1-3 cups 
precooked rice, cover and sunnier 5 
minutes longer. Discard bay leaf 
before serving. Serves 4 to 5. 


chemicals are cleared for use, they are 
tested, re-tested, and screened by 
scientists to make certain they can be 
used safely without producing toxic 
effects on plants, animals, or man. 
One such study was reviewed by Dr. 
Harvey R. Krueger, a toxicologist in 
the Department of Entomology at the 
Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center, Wooster, Ohio. 
Speaking at a scientific session 
during the annual meeting of the 
Entomological Society of America 
(ESA), Krueger revealed preliminary 
results of a basic study with aldicarb 
(marketed under the trade name 
Temik). Aldicarb is a systemic in­ 
secticide which is used on certain 
vegetable crops and winch ex­ 
perimentally, has proven very ef­ 
fective in controlling a wide range of 
insect pests in soybeans and other 
major food crops. 
Krueger has been studying what 
happens to the chemical within the 
plant. He said his studies indicate that 
it is rapidly oxidized to sulfoxide and 
sulfone, both of which are highly toxic 
to insects and mammals. 
The Ohio scientist reported suc­ 
cessfully extracting and purifying an 
enzyme preparation from soybean 
roots which will oxidize the aldicarb to 
sulfoxide and sulfone derivatives. He 
said the new assay procedure was also 
used to determine how other pesticides 
may interact in the plant. 
Preliminary studies indicate that 
several sulfur-containing insecticides 
and herbicides interfere with oxidation 
of aldicarb. according to Krueger. 
Thus, if aldicarb is used on crops 
which are treated with certain other 
su lfu r-co n tain in g 
in secticid es, 
fungicides, or herbicides under field 
conditions, a change in normal 
oxidation metabolism of one or more of 
the pesticides may occur within the 
plant Such an interaction could affect 
levels of toxic residues of pesticides 
within the crop at harvest time. 
Krueger said it's also possible that 
selective action of herbicides could be 
altered, resulting in damage to crop 
itself. 
The Ohio scientist said the study also 
showed that methionine and cysteine 
— two critical amino acids within the 
plant — are inhibitors of the sulfur 
oxidation of aldicarb. This could have 
significant implications on the food 
value of such a crop as soybeans where 
the amino acids play essential roles in 
determining the ultimate protein value 
of the crop. 
He said experiments have been 
initiated to pinpoint the impact of his 
findings on the nutritional value of the 
important food crop. 
This is just one example of the rigid 
tests which a new pesticide must pass 
before it is finally determined safe 
enough to be granted clearance for use 
in contemporary agriculture. 
Krueger's research was among a 
number of studies presented during 
the ESA annual meeting in New 
Oleans The Entomological Society of 
America is a national cientific 
association of scientists ami allied 
workers involved in the study of 
biology and control of insects.

Soybeans have been the forgotten 
crop on many Ohio farmers as far as 
fertilizer is concerned. This is 
probably due to the fact that soybeans 
do not respond well to fertilizer applied 
directly to the crop. 
However, the crop does respond to 
residual fertilizer in the soil, and yields 
can be increased by maintaining a 
high degree of residual fertility in the 
soil. 


The probelm which many farmers 
face is that soybeans are grown 
without 
fertilizer application, and 
consequently the nutrients which are 
removed by the soybeans are not 
replaced. 
If enough fertilizer is used on com, 
wheat, and other crops, soil fertility 
can be maintained, but in most cases 
there is not enough put on in the entire 
rotation to replace what the soybeans 
use. 
Soybeans do remove large amounts 
of phosphorous and potassium, and as 
long as these are replaced sometime 
during the rotation, the soybean crop 
will not be a soil fertility depleting 
crop. 


Soybeans have not responded to 
nitrogen fertilization in most cases. 
Occasionally, a report is published 
which shows that soybeans do respond

to additional nitrogen, but most of the 
research throughout the com belt has 
shown that on properly inoculated 
soybeans, nitrogen-fixing bacteria can 
supply all of the nitrogen needed for a 
high yield. 
Manganese is the only trace element 
that is a major concern to soybean 
growers, and most of Southwest Ohio 
has not shown a response to this 
element. 
Soybeans grown in Northwest Ohio 
must have manganese applied in order 
to maintain good yields. 


Several of the fertilizer companies 
have a special soybean fertilizer 
available which has a manganese 
carrier in it, and manganese can also 
be applied as a foliar or leaf ap­ 
plication as the symptoms begin to 
show. Either application is satisfac­ 
tory, but farmers need to keep in mind 
that manganese cannot be built up in 
the soil. 
As manganese is applied, it is 
quickly made unavailable in the soil, 
and new applications must be applied 
annually.

Toward Freed om ? 


MADRID, Spain (A P ) — Spain has 
taken more steps toward democracy in 
the six weeks since Gen. Francisco 
Franco died than it did in nearly four 
decades under Franco. 
And the reform-minded government 
of lYemier Carlos Arias Navarro is 
studying further measures which, if 
carried out as planned, could give 
Spain a place in the ranks of Western 
democracies. 
Interior 
Minister 
Manuel 
Fraga 
Iribame, the strongman of the first 
government to serve under the newly 
installed monarchy of 
King Juan 
Carlos, has publicly said an “ im­ 
portant expansion" of popular par­ 
ticipation in the country’s public af­ 
fairs is being considered but changes 
will come about gradually — “ never in 
a flood.” 
Fraga promised more flexible 
policies and broader limits for per­ 
missible political activity. 
But he said the government will 
respond energetically to extremist 
pressures, whatever the source, and 
that Communists, terrorists and 
separatists would gain nothing from 
changing policies. 
Street demonstrations over political 
or economic issues are being per­ 
mitted for the first time since Franco 


took power after winning the civil war 
in 1939. The government says police 
will act only against “ enemies who try 
to destroy tl?e Spanish society” 
through unlawful and violent means. 
The government has sent to the 
Cortes, or parliament, a draft law for 
popular election of local officials as a 
first step toward changing the Cortes 
into a genuinely representative body. 
At present, most of the 561-member 
parliament is appointed rather than 
elected. 


A number of illegal political groups, 
including the powerful, moderately 
leftist Council of Political Forces of 
Catalonia, have met in recent weeks 
without police intervention. 
Opposition groups have charged that 
the recent pardon of 6,500 prisoners 
was too narrow and discriminated 
against political prisoners. Only about 
500 of an estimated 1,800 political 
prisoners were released, opposition 
sources said. 


The Catholic church hierarchy, 
university professors and students, 
bar associations, town halls, workers 
and other groups have urged the 
government to grant amnesty for po­ 
litical crimes as a move toward 
national reconciliation.

James A. Rhodes has appointed three 
registered Republicans to the Ohio 
Rail Transportation Authority which is 
limited by law to two Republicans and 
Democrats, the Cleveland 
Plain 
Dealer says.

Richard

Jackson 
told 
the 
newspaper that one of the appointees 
perhaps “ misled us in terms of their 
party affiliation.” 
The bill creating the authority, 
which was signed by the governor on 
July 11, limits the authority’s mem­ 
bers to two Republicans and two 
Democrats. The group was set up to 
recommend a railroad plan for the 
state, including one for passenger 
service linking Cleveland, Columbus 
and Cincinnati and Toledo, Cleveland 
and Youngstown. 

Arthur Wilkowiski of 
Toledo, one of the sponsors of the 
legislation, said the General Assembly 
probably will raise the issue of the 
extra Republican perhaps when the 
appointees come up for confirmation.

Courtney Skinner, 39, radioed that 
the party conquered the peak at 
midaftemoon on New Year’s Day. The 
group had set out to climb another 
Wind River Mountains peak, Gannett, 
but was diverted to Fremont because 
of blizzard conditions on the origmal 
objective. 
Skinner reported that 
the tem­ 
peratures was 13 below zero and skies 
were clear when the climbing team 
returned to their snow caves at 13,000 
feet for the mght. He said the group 
plans to return to Pinedale on Sunday. 
Fremont Peak is about 20 miles 
northeast of Pinedale in northwestern 
Wyoming. 
Other clunbers on the expedition are

(Q.) Somehow or another, I have 
forgotten to complete the Annual 
Income 
Questionnaire

(A.) I am sorry, but you will find that 
the VA will discontinue your Pension 
benefits if the Questionnaire was not 
returned to them prior to January 1, 
1976. However, upon receipt of the 
Questionnaire, benefits will again be 
resumed. If you have not completed 
your questionnaire by now (December 
31, or later) you will not receive a 
pension check in February 1976, and 
the missing check will be included. 
(Q.) What is the current rate of in­ 
terest for a GI Loan? 
(A.) The interest rate on GI home 
loans is currently 8.5 per cent. 
(Q.) Are the children of veterans 
entitled to educational assistance? 
(A .) Educational assistance is 
available to certain children of 
veterans. For eligibility to exist, a 
living veteran must be rated per­ 
manently and totally disabled because 
of service connected condition. 
Entitlement also is available to the 
children of a veteran whose death 
occurs in the line of duty, and to the 
children of a veteran who dies the 
result 
of 
a 
service 
connected 
disability. 
(Q.) I understand that if a veteran 


gets a discharge from active duty 
which 
is 
neither honorable 
or 
dishonorable, the VA makes a decision 
as to whether he is eligible for VA 
benefits. How does this work? 


(A.) When the VA makes such a 
“ character of discharge decision,” it 
first gets all the service records 
pertaining to the discharge action. If 
the records show that the veteran was 
guilty of both willful and persistent 
misconduct which resulted in the bad 
discharge, he or she is not eligible for 
any VA benefits. But, if the bad 
discharge was given because of one 
misdeed or infranction, it could not be 
found to be persistent even though it 
might have been willful. When an 
unfavorable decision is made, the 
claiment is informed in advance of 
that fact, and of legal and procedural 
rights to appeal the decision. 


(Q.) I have recently divorced my 
wife. There are no children, and my 
parents are dead. The only close 
relatives I have left are a sister, 
nephew, and a niece. Can I name 
anyone other than the above as the 
principal beneficiary of National 
Service Life Insurance policy? 


(A.) There are no restrictions on 
designation of an NSU beneficiary. 
You may name any person, firm, 
corporation or other legal entity (in­ 
cluding your estate).

hundreds of physicians and scientists. 
The 
list 
of 
scientific 
ac­ 
complishments was spellbinding. The 
ingenuity and practical applications of 
scientific research as they were 
presented at the meeting give enor­ 
mous hope for the saving of people too 
young to die. 
At 
one 
session, 
Dr. 
Eugene 
Braunwald. of the Harvard Medical 
School, 
reported 
heart-saving 
measures rn a pioneering study on 
animals 
He said, "Methods are now at hand 
with the potential to save the lives and 
improve the quality of life of many 
heart attack patients 
"Thus far. novel forms of treatment 
have been applied in only a few pilot 
studies in humans, but with highly 
promising results " 
Another group of scientists reported 
a new technique for purifying a sub­ 
stance manufactured by the kidney 
and one that may hold the vital key to 
high blood pressure 
It is known that the substance, renin, 
released by the kidney into the blood 
stream, is responsible for the sudden 


narrowing of blood vessels and the rise 
in blood pressure. 
Another kidney-based substance 
known as "big renin" has now been 
purified. The scientists believe that 
this will "open a new aspect in our 
knowledge of blood pressure control — 
knowledge that will no doubt promote 
a more rational approach to the 
diagnosis and cure of high blood 
pressure." 
The m ystifying "Sudden Infant

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — With its 
largest crowd ever, the Tournament of 
Roses opened the nation’s bicentennial 
year with an elegant floral parade, a 
football game with a surprise result 
and one-third less trouble than in 
previous years. 
An estimated 1,375,000 people lined 
the 5 
-mile Rose Parade route New 
Year’s Day 
and 
saw 61 
flower- 
bedecked floats glide past in crisp 
morning sunshine. Twenty-two bands 
and 272 horses also were entered in the 
parade, which had as its theme, 
“ America, Let’s Celebrate.” 
Then 106.000 people went to the Rose 
Bowl football game and saw UCLA 
upset top-ranked Ohio State, 23-10. 
The crowds were generally happy 
and friendly, police said, despite the 
fact many of them 
had camped 
overnight along the parade route in 
near-freezing temperatures. 
Others 
stayed in motor homes. 
Police spokesman John McAlister 
said IO® persons were arrested on 
drunk charges before the parade, 
compared with more than 300 last 
year. “ Everyone was in a good mood. 
They yelled Happy New Year' at our 
officers and they yelled it back," he 
said. 
Flow er petals or other greenery 
covered every exterior surface of the 
floats. Each petal was glued in place 
by the hundreds of volunteers who 
worked on the floats.

The panel quoted statements at­ 
tributed to Gulf’s political bagman, 
Claude C. Wild Jr., who reportedly 
claimed to have made secret cash 
payments to Scott of $10,000 a year for 
about 13 years. 
The special review committee, set 
up by Gulf to investigate its own illegal 
political donations in the United 
States, South Korea and elsewhere, 
said in a report released Tuesday that 
in 13 years Gulf disbursed some $12.3 
million at home and abroad for 
political donations and related mat­ 
ters, mostly illegal. 
These included $4 million in illegal 
political gifts to the ruling party in 
South Korea, $4 million disbursed by 
Wild to a galaxy of U.S. political 
figures, $627,000 to Italian political 
parties, and a $108,000 helicopter to the 
late Bolivian dictator R ene Barientos, 
who was later killed when the aircraft 
crashed. 
The panel also said it found some $2 
million in previously undisclosed 
illegal political payments in Canada,

Italy and Sweden. 
Committee officials said “ it has not 
been possible — and perhaps never 
will be — to trace all the funds” paid to 
U.S. politicians in violation of the law. 
The committee’s report was critical 
of top Gulf management and said Gulf 
chairman Bob R . Dorsey “ should have 
known that Wild was involved in 
making political contributions from 
unknown sources. If Dorsey did not 
know of the nature and extent of Wild’s 
unlawful activities, he perhaps chose 
to shut his eyes to what was going on.” 
But the report said the panel’s 
evidence “ falls short of demonstrating 
that Dorsey was informed of Wild’s 
unlawful political activities,” 
Outlining the Scott incident, the 
panel said that “ even after the initial 
Watergate publicity erupted in 1973 the 
senator again requested funds from 
Wild. Wild apparently told the senator 
that he could not provide the money 
any longer, but the senator seemed 
unable to understand why.” 
The report was filed with federal 
court and the Securities and Exchange 


Commission, The panel, headed by 
New York lawyer John Jay McCloy, 
has been probing Gulf’s activities 
since last March. 
The report said the Scott story was 
related by Pittsburgh lawyer Thomas 
D. Wright, based on his interviews 
with Wild in 1973 and 1974, when 
Wright was investigating Wild’s ac­ 
tivities for Gulf's directors. 


Wild himself won’t now confirm or 
deny the Scott story. He recently in­ 
voked the Fifth Amendment protection 
against self-incrimination and refused 
an SEC request to testify about it. 
Scott was unavailable for comment. 
He has not denied receiving Gulf 
payments, but has said he got only 
political donations and denies that he 
knew any such donations came from 
corporate funds. Wright quoted Wild 
as saying the money was for Scott’s 
personal use. 


Shortly after initial accounts of the 
Gulf payments surfaced in SEC court 
filings, Scott announced he would not 
seek reelection. 
Po lice Ch ief Enjoys 
Small T o wn L ife 


C A N A L FULTON, Ohio (A P) - One 
of the greatest fans of the quiet, small­ 
town life here is Police Chief R obert 
Zickefoose. 
In 12 years as head of the de­ 
partment in this northern Stark County 
town of 2,400, Zickefoose has had few 
criminals to chase. 
“ life isn’t always exciting here,” he 
said. “ We often sit around and do 
nothing but chase a dog or shoot a sick 
cat. But we’re here when we’re 
needed." 
The chief said he once captured a 
runaway pig that was sauntering down 
the street. 
Neighbors are quick to report 
prowlers or vandals. “ I think that’s 
what helps keep the crime rate low 
here,” he said. 
“ I’ve had kids tell me, ‘I wouldn’t do 
anything in this town because you 
know me.’” 
Zickefoose earns $2,400-a-year in the 
job, taking the 6 p.m. to midnight shift 
after a full day’s work at PPG 
Industries in Barberton, where he has 
worked 29 years. 
The area’s normal tranquility is one 
reason the Sept. 20 pipebombing of a 
Stark County Historical Society canal 
boat rocked this community of 2,400 
persons. 
“ It’s the first bombing I can recall 


here in 19 years of police work,” 
Zickefoose said. 
“ It’s not so much the damage. The 
boat can be repaired,” Zickefoose 
said. “ It’s the idea of bombings here. It 
could be the police or fire station or a 
home. Why the canal boat? It’s so 
senseless.” 
The chief said the motive for the 
bombing might never be discovered. 
While police have a sketch of a youth 
who bought pipe at a local hardware 
store, no one has been linked to the 
crime. 
Zickefoose likes to tell of an early 
lesson in police work, which came on 
the heels of a class in psychology. He 
decided to try to talk sense to a drunk 
in a bar. 
“ He decked me,” Zickefoose said. “ 1 
learned first hand that what they teach 
you in police school isn’t always 
practical.” 
The chief is concerned that “ police 
have been run down and called ‘pigs’ 
and fuzz.’” His office encourages 
youngsters to come into the station for 
bicycle registrations. “ We want them 
to see that police are like everyone else 
and they’re here to help them,” he 
said. 
Zickefoose, 48, and his wife moved to 
Canal Fulton in 1955. They have five 
children.

LOS ANGELES (A P) - A doctors' 
work slowdown over malpractice 
insurance rates has begun here, but 
the normally slow holiday period pre­ 
vents an assessment of its effects until 
next week. 
Hospital spokesmen said statistics 
on the slowdown, which began 
Thursday, would not be available until 
Monday because there is no way to tell 
this week if doctors are staying out in 
protest of the insurance situation or 
simply because of the holidays. 
A survey by the Hospital Council of 
Southern California found 14 hospitals 
in the San Fernando Valley had been 
affected even before the slowdown 
officially 
began 
Thursday, 
a 
spokesman for County USC Medical 
Center said. 
Doctors’ groups throughout the state 
are 
protesting 
proposed 
new 
malpractice insurance rates that 
would cost physicians at least four 
times what they now pay. 
Phoenix Insurance Co„ a subsidiary 
of Travelers Insurance Co. of Hart­ 
ford, Conn., has asked for a 486 per 
cent increase, but the state insurance 
commissioner says he will fight any 
increase above 327 per cent. Phoenix 
carries most of the malpractice 
policies in the state. 
The state has offered to operate a 
doctor-pooled insurance fund but has 
insisted that doctors repay it by giving 
20 days a year of free care for the 
needy plus a commitment to treat all 
Medi-Cal 
patients. 
The doctors 
rejected that proposal Wednesday and 
negotiations resume today. 
Medi-Cal is a state tax funded health 
insurance program for the poor and 
the retired. 
It was not clear how many of the 
state’s doctors 
would join 
the 
slowdown. 


Agriculture was left out of the 
National Labor R elations Act, and the 
California law thus resulted in the first 
massive farm labor elections ever held 
in the nation. 
The California board is caught in the 
middle. Growers and the Teamsters 
union claim the board and staff favor 
the United Farm Workers, and UFW 
officials claim some decisions favored 
growers or the Teamsters. 
Growers have launched a drive for 
amendments this year to the act 
adopted by the California legislature 
last spring after a decade of farm 
union organization strife. 
Supporters of the law note that, 
despite controversy over its im­ 
plementation, violence was kept at a 
minimum during the election process 
which began in early September. 
The Cesar Chavez-led UFW and the 
Teamsters stayed pretty even during 
the first few weeks of balloting at key 
table grape and lettuce ranches, focal 
points of their rivalry for years. 
But the UFW steadily pulled ahead 
as its organizers persistently forced 
elections at ranches throughout the 
state. The Teamsters concentrated on 
retaining bargaining rights at the 
numerous ranches where it already 
had contracts. 
By year’s end, the UFW had won 
more than half the elections held, 
according to the AP tally. The UFW 
had 
185 
victories covering 
18,000 
workers compared with the Team­ 
sters’ 110 victories covering 11,000 
workers. 
The “ no union representation” 
option on the ballot won a majority 
vote at 25 ranches involving 2,000 
workers. Eight elections were won by 
miscellaneous unions, and 48 remain 
undecided due to challenged ballots. 
The UFW also held a solid lead in the 
total votes it received, again getting 
about half of the more than 40,000 cast. 
The AP’s figures show the UFW 
received 54 per cent of all votes 
counted, with the Teamsters trailing at 
29 per cent. Seventeen per cent of the 
ballots were for no union.

(Q.) Somehow or another, I have 
forgotten to complete the Annual 
Income 
Questionnaire 
which 
I 
received last November 
with 
my 
pension check. What will the VA do 
about this9 
(A.) I am sorry, but you w ill find that 
the VA w ill discontinue your Pension 
benefits if the Questionnaire was not 
returned to them prior to January I, 
1976. However, upon receipt of Ute 
Questionnaire, benefits w ill again be 
resumed. If you have not completed 
your questionnaire by now (December 
31, or later) you w ill not receive a 
pension check in February 1976, and 
the missing check w ill be included. 
(Q.) What is the current rate of in­ 
terest for a GI I/>an? 
(A.) The interest rate on GI home 
loans is currently 8.5 per cent. 
(Q.) Are the children of veterans 
entitled to educational assistance? 
(A.) E ducational assistance is 
available to certain children of 
veterans. For eligibility to exist, a 
living veteran must be rated per­ 
manently and totally disabled because 
of 
service 
connected 
condition. 
Entitlement also is available to the 
children of a veteran whose death 
occurs in the line of duty, and to the 
children of a veteran who dies the 
result 
of 
a 
service 
connected 
disability. 
(Q .) I understand that if a veteran 
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gets a discharge from active duty 
w hich 
is 
neither 
honorable 
or 
dishonorable, the VA makes a decision 
as to whether he is eligible for VA 
benefits. How does this work? 


(A.) When the VA makes such a 
“ character of discharge decision,’’ it 
first gets all the service records 
pertaining to the discharge action. If 
the records show that the veteran was 
guilty of both w illful and persistent 
misconduct which resulted in the bad 
discharge, he or she is not eligible for 
any VA benefits. But, if the bad 
discharge was given because of one 
misdeed or in fra ctio n , it could not be 
found to be persistent even though it 
might have been willful. When an 
unfavorable decision is made, the 
cia intent is informed in advance of 
that fact, and of legal and procedural 
rights to appeal the decision. 


(Q.) I have recently divorced my 
wife. There are no children, and my 
parents are dead. The only close 
relatives I have left are a sister, 
nephew, and a niece. Can I name 
anyone other than the above as the 
p rin c ip a l beneficiary of N ational 
Service life Insurance policy? 


(A.) There are no restrictions on 
designation of an NSU beneficiary. 
You may name any person, firm , 
corporation or other legal entity (in­ 
cluding your estate).

“ We’re sure he’s still hiding 
somewhere in the swamps or woods," 
a spokeswoman for the Hillsborough 
County Sheriff’s office said early 
today, "It’s a shocking case, There 
was just no provocation.

Sheriff’s Major Walter Heinrich 
gave this account of the shooting: 
A man, said by witnesses to be in his 
20s with long blond hair, banged on the 
front door at the home of Flynt’s 
neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Harry Was- 
ylyk, shortly before 4 a.m. 
Wasylyk and his brother, Dick, 
visiting from Winnipeg, Canada, 
answered the door and were con­ 
fronted by a man holding a gun and a 
tire iron. The gunman forced the 
brothers to lie down on the living room 
floor, demanded the keys to the car 
and threatend to take one of the men 
with him. 
Mrs. Wasylyk tried to go to the 
kitchen door. The gunman raised the 
pistol, but said, " I’m not going to shoot 
a woman." He turned the gun toward 
one brother, taunted, "Do you think 
you’re brave?" and fired a shot near 
his head. 
The gunman repeated the question 
and fired close to the second brother’s 
head, then backed through the front 
door and fired twice more in the air. In 
the confusion, Mrs. Wasylyk slipped 
out and ran next door to wake up the 
Flynts. 
As Flynt answered the door, he was 
met by the gunman, who shot twice. 
Officers even went from house to house 
to make certain that no other family in 
the small town, south of Tampa, was 
being held hostage.

Farm Workers 
Don't Get Raise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The new 
year’s higher federal minimum wages 
apply to less than 8 per cent of an 
estimated 1.1 million hired workers on 
the nation’s farms, the government 
says. 
The general increases which took 
effect Jan. 1 apply to nearly 4 million 
of America’s lowest-paid workers. But 
the I^ abor Department says only 86,000 
farm employes are affected. 
According 
to 
the 
Agriculture 
Department, there are about 
1.1 
million hired workers on farms. That 
is an estimated average for an entire 
year since monthly totals vary widely 
because of seasonal employment. 
Thus, using Agriculture and I/abor 
Department figures, only about one 
farm employe in 13 is benefiting by the 
new minimum wage. For those who 
are affected, the minimum rose 20

One reason that so few farm workers 
are benefiting from 
the latest 
minimum wage increase is that the 
law exempts all but the largest 
agricultural employers from paying 
the federal minimum. 
Practically all family-type farms 
are exempt since the law applies to 
those employing 500 man-days of hired 
labor or more during the peak three 
months of a year, l^ abor experts in the 
Agriculture Department say that 
translates into an equivalent of about 
seven full-time workers. 
Also, according to Department 
surveys, much hired farm labor 
already is payed more than the federal 
minimum. 
Last October, the most recent 
survey by the department, there were 
nearly 1.4 million hired farm workers. 
That was a peak load since the survey 
was made during the fall harvest. 
At that time, the survey showed, 
workers who were paid only cash 
wages by the hour averaged $2.65 an 
hour, up 14 cents from a year earlier. 
But many farm workers are paid by 
the day, week and month. Others also 
are paid on a piece-work basis for 
actual work performed. Further, 
many get other benefits such as room 
or board or both. 
When all of the pay methods were 
analyzed, the hourly average for farm 
workers was $2.63 in October, a gain of 
20 cents from a year earlier.

The panel quoted statements at­ 
tributed to Gulf’s political bagman, 
Claude C. Wild Jr., who reportedly 
claimed to have made secret cash 
paymenLs to Scott of $10,000 a year for 
about 13 years. 
The special review committee r set 
up by Gulf to investigate its own illegal 
political donations in the United 
States, South Korea and elsewhere, 
said in a report released Tuesday that 
in 13 years Gulf disbursed some $12.3 
million at home and 
abroad for 
political donations and related mat­ 
ters, mostly illegal. 
These included $4 million in illegal 
political gifts to the ruling party in 
South Korea, $4 million disbursed by 
Wild to a galaxy of U.S. political 
figures, $627,000 to Italian political 
parties, and a $108,000 helicopter to the 
late Bolivian dictator Rene Barientos, 
who was later Killed when the aircraft 
crashed. 
The panel also said it found some $2 
m illion in previously undisclosed 
illegal political payments in Canada,

Italy and Sweden. 
Committee officials said “ it has not 
been possible — and perhaps never 
will be — to trace all the funds” paid to 
U.S. politicians in violation of the law. 
The committee’s report was critical 
of top Gulf management and said Gulf 
chairman Bob R. Dorsey ‘‘should have 
known that Wild was involved in 
making political contributions from 
unknown sources. If Dorsey did not 
know of the nature and extent of Wild’s 
unlawful activities, he perhaps chose 
to shut his eyes to what was going on.” 
But the report said the panel’s 
evidence “ falls short of demonstrating 
that Dorsey was informed of Wild’s 
unlawful political activities.” 
Outlining the Scott incident, the 
panel said that ‘‘even after the initial 
Watergate publicity erupted in 1973 the 
senator again requested funds from 
Wild. Wild apparently told the senator 
that he could not provide the money 
any longer, but the senator seemed 
unable to understand why.” 
The report was filed with federal 
court and the Securities and Exchange 


Commission. The panel, headed by 
New York lawyer John Jay McCloy, 
has been probing Gulf’s activities 
since last March. 
The report said the Scott story was 
related by Pittsburgh lawyer Thomas 
D. Wright, based on his interviews 
with Wild in 1973 and 1974, when 
Wright was investigating Wild’s ac­ 
tivities for Gulf's directors. 


Wild himself won’t now confirm or 
deny the Scott story. He recently in­ 
voked the Fifth Amendment protection 
against self-incrimination and refused 
an SEC request to testify about it. 
Scott was unavailable for comment. 
He has not denied receiving Gulf 
payments, but has said he got only 
political donations and denies that he 
knew any such donations came from 
corporate funds. Wright quoted Wild 
as saying the money was for Scott’s 
personal use. 


Shortly after initial accounts of the 
Gulf payments surfaced in SEC court 
filings, Scott announced he would not 
seek reelection. 
Police Chief Enjoys 
Small Town Life 


CANAL FULTON, Ohio (A P) - One 
of the greatest fans of the quiet, small­ 
town life here is Police Chief Robert 
Zickefoose. 
In 12 years as head of the de­ 
partment in this northern Stark County 
town of 2,400, Zickefoose has had few 
criminals to chase 
‘‘life isn’t always exciting here,” he 
said. ‘‘We often sit around and do 
nothing but chase a dog or shoot a sick 
cat. But we’re here when 
we're 
needed.” 
The chief said he once captured a 
runaway pig that was sauntering down 
the street. 
Neighbors are quick to report 
prowlers or vandals. “ I think that’s 
what helps keep the crime rate low 
here,” he said. 
“ I ’ve had kids tell me, 'I wouldn’t do 
anything in this town because you 
know me.’” 
Zickefoose earns $2,400-a-year in the 
job, taking the 6 p.m. to midnight shift 
after a full day’s work at PPG 
Industries in Barberton, where he has 
worked 29 years. 
The area's normal tranquility is one 
reason the Sept. 20 pipebombing of a 
Stark County Historical Society canal 
boat rocked this community of 2,400 
persons. 
“ It’s the first bombing I can recall 


here in 19 years of police work,” 
Zickefoose said. 
“ Ifs not so much the damage. The 
boat can be repaired,” Zickefoose 
said. “ It’s the idea of bombings here. It 
could be the police or fire station or a 
home. Why the canal boat? Ifs so 
senseless.” 
The chief said the motive for the 
bombing might never be discovered. 
While police have a sketch of a youth 
who bought pipe at a local hardware 
store, no one has been linked to the 
crime. 
Zickefoose likes to tell of an early 
lesson in police work, which came on 
the heels of a class in psychology. He 
decided to try to talk sense to a drunk 
in a bar. 
“ He decked me,” Zickefoose said. “ I 
learned first hand that what they teach 
you in police school isn’t always 
practical.” 
The chief is concerned that “police 
have been run down and called ‘pigs’ 
and fuzz.’” His office encourages 
youngsters to come into the station for 
bicycle registrations. “ We want them 
to see that police are like everyone else 
and they’re here to help them,” he 
said. 
Zickefoose, 48, and his wife moved to 
Canal Fulton in 1955, They have five 
children.

Medics Start 
Slowdown 
In California 


Ia jS A N G E IJlS (A P) — A doctors' 
work slowdown over m alpractice 
insurance rates has begun here, but 
the normally slow holiday period pre­ 
vents an assessment of its effects until 
next week. 
Hospital spokesmen said statistics 
on the slowdown, which 
began 
Thursday, would not be available until 
Monday because there is no way to tell 
this week if doctors are staying out in 
protest of the insurance situation or 
simply because of the holidays. 
A survey by the Hospital Council of 
Southern California found 14 hospitals 
in the San Fernando Valley had been 
affected even before the slowdown 
officially 
began 
Thursday, 
a 
spokesman for County USC Medical 
Center said. 
Doctors’ groups throughout the state 
are 
protesting 
proposed 
new 
m alpractice insurance rates that 
would cost physicians at least four 
times what they now pay. 
Phoenix Insurance Co,, a subsidiary 
of Travelers Insurance Co. of Hart­ 
ford, Conn., has asked for a 486 per 
cent increase, but the state insurance 
commissioner says he will fight any 
increase above 327 per cent. Phoenix 
carries most of the m alpractice 
policies in the state. 
The state has offered to operate a 
doctor-pooled insurance fund but has 
insisted that doctors repay it by giving 
20 days a year of free care for the 
needy plus a commitment to treat all 
Medi-Cal 
patients. 
The 
doctors 
rejected that proposal Wednesday and 
negotiations resume today. 
Medi-Cal is a state lax funded health 
insurance program for the poor and 
the retired. 
It was not clear how many of the

slowdown. 


Agriculture was left out of the 
National tabor Relations Act, and the 
California law thus resulted in the first 
massive fann labor elections ever held 
in the nation. 
The California board is caught in the 
middle. Growers and the Teamsters 
union claim the board and staff favor 
the United Farm Workers, and UFW 
officials claim some decisions favored 
growers or the Teamsters. 
Growers have launched a drive for 
amendments this year to the act 
adopted by the California legislature 
last spring after a decade of farm 
union organization strife. 
Supporters of the law note that, 
despite controversy over its im ­ 
plementation, violence was kept at a 
minimum during the election process 
which began in early September. 
The Cesar Chavez-led UFW and the 
Teamsters stayed pretty even during 
the first few weeks of balloting at key 
table grape and lettuce ranches, focal 
points of their rivalry for years. 
But the UFW steadily pulled ahead 
as its organizers persistently forced 
elections at ranches throughout the 
state. The Teamsters concentrated on 
retaining bargaining rights at the 
numerous ranches where it already 
had contracts. 
By year’s end, the UFW had won 
more than half the elections held, 
according to the AP tally. The UFW 
had 
185 victories covering 
18,000 
workers compared with the Team­ 
sters’ 110 victories covering 11,000 
workers. 
The “ no union representation” 
option on the ballot won a majority 
vote at 25 ranches involving 2,000 
workers. Eight elections were won by 
miscellaneous unions, and 48 remain 
undecided due to challenged ballots. 
The UFW also held a solid lead in the 
total votes it received, again getting 
about half of the more than 40,000 cast. 
The A P’s figures show the UFW 
received 54 per cent of all votes 
counted, with the Teamsters trailing at 
29 per cent. Seventeen per cent of the 
ballots were for no union.

“ We’re sure h e’s still hiding 
somewhere in the swamps or woods,” 
a spokeswoman for the Hillsborough 
County Sheriff’s office said early 
today. “It’s a shocking case. There 
was just no provocation. No reason for 
the shooting.” 
Trooper Kenneth Flynt, 52, died at 
Tampa General Hospital late Thur­ 
sday. He had been shot once in the 
head early Thursday morning after a 
gunman hammered on the door of his 
home here. Flynt, a 19-year veteran of 
the force, was due to retire in six 
months. 
Sheriff’s Major Walter Heinrich 
gave this account of the shooting: 
A man, said by witnesses to be in his 
20s with long blond hair, banged on the 
front door at the home of Flynt’s 
neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Harry Was- 
ylyk, shortly before 4 a.m. 
Wasylyk and his brother. Dick, 
visiting from W innipeg, C anada, 
answered the door and were con­ 
fronted by a man holding a gun and a 
tire iron. The gunman forced the 
brothers to lie down on the living room 
floor, demanded the keys to the car 
and threatend to take one of the men 
with him. 
Mrs. Wasylyk tried to go to the 
kitchen door. The gunman raised the 
pistol, but said, "I’m not going to shoot 
a woman.” He turned the gun toward 
one brother, taunted, "Do you think 
you’re brave?’’ and fired a shot near 
his head. 
The gunman repeated the question 
and fired close to the second brother’s 
head, then backed through the front 
door and fired twice more in the air. In 
the confusion, Mrs. Wasylyk slipped 
out and ran next door to wake up the 
Flynts. 
As Flynt answered the door, he was 
met by the gunman, who shot twice. 
Officers even went from house to house 
to make certain that no other family in 
the small town, south of Tampa, was 
being held hostage.

That 
is an estimated average for an entire 
year since monthly totals vary widely 
because of seasonal employment. 
Thus, using Agriculture and I.abor 
Department figures, only about one 
farm employe in 13 is benefiting by the 
new minimum wage.

already is payed more than the federal 
minimum. 
Last O ctober, the m ost recent 
survey by the department, there were 
nearly 1.4 million hired farm workers. 
That was a peak load since the survey 
was made during the fall harvest. 
At that tim e, the survey showed, 
workers who were paid only cash 
wages by the hour averaged $2.65 an 
hour, up 14 cents from a year earlier. 
But many farm workers are paid by 
the day, week and month. Others also 
are paid on a piece-work basis for 
actual work perform ed. F u rth e r, 
many get other benefits such as room 
or board or both. 
When all of the pay methods were 
analyzed, the hourly average for farm 
workers was $2.63 in October, a gain of 
20 cents from a year earlier.
